Collectors can obtain first day 
covers by sending their envelopes 
bearing a name and address and 
containing a stuffer, along with 
the proper remittance, to the Post- 
master, New York, N.Y. and en- 
dorsing the outside wrapper “First 
Day Covers”, 

Show attendees can have their 
covers serviced directly in the 
Armory where the Post Office 
Department will establish a tem- 
porary exhibition station. The 
new stamp as well as a number 
of past commemoratives will be 
available at face. This post office 
will also have its own special 
postmark for use on the first day 
of issue and for the remaining 
two. 

On the floor of the Armory it- 
self will be the booths of the na- 
tion’s top stamp dealers, and the 
lounges of national and interna- 
tional philatelic societies. Many 
of the merchants will have spe- 
cials for the duration of the Show, 
while all will have material to 
satisfy most any category of col- 
lecting. 

Offerings will not be confined 
alone to stamps and covers. A 
number of the dealers in phila- 
telic literature, and the acces- 
sory and album purveyors will be 
on hand with their full lines.

This year however, all four of us will be 
there to greet the thousands who always 
stop at our booth either to renew their sub- 
scriptions or just to say a brief hello. 

We hardly need urge those who have at- 
t tended these great shows in the past to plan 
. to be there again this year. Our appeal 
= should be more to you who have never at- 
E tended one of them. If you can possibly 
make it, you should not fail to come and 
enjoy three days of the most interesting 
stamp shopping experience you have ever 
had.

_Somewhere in this giant edi- 
tion you will find the statement 
of the United Nations Postal Ad- 
ministration to the effect that 
there will be an additional print- 
ing of the UN 10th iversary 
souvenir sheet. 

When this item was placed on 
sale October 24 at the UN post 
office the supplies became ex- 
hausted shortly after noon and 
many collectors were disappoint- 
ed in not being able to purchase 
a copy for their collections or 
for use on first day covers. 

These people were pretty sore 
about the matter and you can 
blame them not at all. 

_ Where the real damage came 
in was that a number became 
panicky and bought this 15c face 
sheet from more fortunate indi- 
viduals outside the UN Building 
at from 50c up, or paid a dollar 
or more for first day covers. That 
kind of damage is irreparable and 
subsequent sale of additional 
quantities at face, and cancelled 
on FDC’s, won’t eliminate the 
UN Postal Administration’s bad 
judgment. 

More and more I’m convinced 
that the UN is unaware of the 
great appeal its postal issues have. 
I had my say about their opera- 
tion of the post office last we 
— in this spot — just in case 
you're interested.

There is a remarkable spirit in 
this club not only among the 
members, who are practically all 
males, but among the wives who 
have what might be termed an 
auxiliary.

Privately, printed cards must 
have stamps affixed to both sides 
for the required postage, viz: 2c 
to Canada and Mexico, and 4c 
to all other countries. If it is de- 
sired to send airmail, the rate is 
the same as-for a letter of mini- 
mum weight. There is no pro- 
vision for prepaying the return 
by airmail. a 
Primarily, these cards are de- 
signed to provide an easy means 
for a reply to be made. They do 
that, too. All that is necessary is 
to write a short message and post 
the card. Return address already 
provided, as well as postage. — 
The UPU regulations authorize 
the return of the entire card, 
both message and reply parts, 
without any additional postage. 
Of course, it is only entire cards 
which are of special interest to 
collectors. It is desirable to have 
the reply part backstamped upon 
receipt. If all the cancellations 
are legible, it becomes a splen- 
did record. For U.S. residents a 
card to Ceylon and return will 
be approximately round-the- 
world. It is somethjng like put- 
ting a message in bottle and 
tossing it in the ocean — you 
hope it will return to you some 


day. 

i have made use of these cards 
for a couple of years and gener- 
ally with success.

Do not put any 
stamps on this card. Write your 
message on reverse and post this 
card.” I imagine this notice fre- 
quently is effective with the post- 
master as well as with my cor- 
respondent. 

Privately printed cards offer 
the additional advantage that 
your favorite U.S. stamps may 
be affixed to them and later be- 
come a part of your collection.

The 
new arrival is printed in a rich 
dark yellow green and reproduces 
the original South Australia No. 1, 
but with a portrait of Queen Eliza- 
beth substituted for that of Queen 
Victoria.

mand for all ‘‘stamp centenary” 
issues ever since the first set per- 
taining to this fascinating topic, 
Great Britain $252-257. 

Speaking of Australia, a new 
QEII 744d is said to be printed and 
waiting for early release. Australia 
also plans to reissue, in a new color, 
the 2 shillings stamp originally re- 
leased last December to draw at- 
tention to the Olympic Games to 
be held in Melbourne during 1956. 
According to Postmaster General 
Anthony, the new Olympic stamp 
will be released on November 30 
and will be green instead of the 
original deep blue. The design is 
Richard L. Beck’s Olympic Games 
Invitation poster and a. very nice 
job indeed. The 2 shillings rate 
pays Australia’s basic airmail rate 
on letters to virtually all other 
countries including the United 
States.

Africa’s 2d ‘“‘Union Covenant”’ 
commem. In a reversal of previ- 
ously declared policy of printing 
all stamps with bi-lingual inscrip- 
tions, this new arrival will be in 
alternate English and Afrikaans 
copies in sheets of 120 subjects. 
The period of sale will be only one 
month while the actual celebration 
will be held December 13 to 18 at 
Pietermaritzburg, a stronghold of 
Afrikaaner nationalism. 

During the festival period, a spe- 
cial commemorative postmark 
showing an outline drawing of the 
original “Church of the Vow” will 
be used by the temporary mobile 
post office which will operate on the 
festival grounds. The stamp’s de- 
sign shows a Boer at the right and 
the Boer flag at the left. 

The ‘Church of the Vow’ was 
built in fulfillment of a pledge made 
prior to the famous ‘‘Battle of Blood 
River” against the native chief 
Dingaan in 1838. The special com- 
memorative postmark will read 
“‘Geloftekerk/Church of the Vow/ 
Pietermaritzburg”’. 

New Zealand has scheduled an- 
other commemorative set, consist- 
ing of three values, for January re- 
This issue will commemo- 
rate the centenary of the ‘“South- 
land” province of New Zealand. 
The 2d blue green shows a marine 
scene in Foveaux Strait with a sail- 
ing ship in the background, while 
in the foreground a party of whal- 
ers in a small boat attack a huge 
whale.

here. Such enthusiastic response 
is indeed gratifying. It does point 
out that there is a far greater 
interest by more collectors of 
plate blocks in the regular issues 
than previously anticipated. 

Of course the greatest follow- 
ing is with the commemorative 
stamps. I therefore think that this 
is a good indication of the in- 
creasing interest in plate num- 
bers of all other issues of U. S 
postage stamps. Each collector 
should feel, from this showing, 
that from time to time the ranks 
of the plate number field keep 
increasing to greater numbers. It 
will also help to dispel the opin- 
ions of doubting Thomases about 
the strength and following of 
plate number collectors.

The 
Turkish postal system attempted to 
attract customers and at the same 
time to hamper their competitors. 
In 1892 the Jerusalem-Jaffa railway 
was completed. This line carried 
only mail cancelled at Turkish post 
offices. 

In 1898 when Kaiser Wilhelm II 
visited Jerusalem the Turkish post 
offices did tremendous business as 
they cancelled all mail at that time 
with a cachet ““CAMP IMPERIAL” 
in French and Turkish. To offset 
this, the Austrian postal system, 
which had carried the bulk of mail 
to date decided to obliterate all 
mail during the Kaiser’s visit in 
purple ink instead of black. 

This little stunt was successful 
and they kept repeating it on spe- 
cial occasions, such as, Christmas, 
New Years, etc. The Austrian Post- 
al authorities attempted another 
idea in order to maintain their lead 
in Palestine. They accepted mail 
from the growing number of Jew- 
ish settlements free of charge with 
the understanding that all outgoing 
mail was to go through their postal 
system. 

The first all Jewish stamp was 
issued by the settlement of Rishon 
Lezion in 1904-5. It was a Jewish 
National Fund stamp and a special 
cancellation was used by the settle- 
ment’s own post office. In 1908 
Petah Tiqva also issued its own 
stamp and cancellation. These 
stamps, issued by local Jewish set- 
tlements, helped to defray the cost 
of their postal organizations. 

Due to the outbreak of World 
War I, all foreign post offices were 
closed on September 30, and Octe- 
ber 1, 1914. As the result of these 
closings the civilian population had 
to resort again to the Turkish postal 
system. . 

“On November 2, 1917 the Balfour 
Declaration was presented to the 
Jewish people in the name of the 
British Government. The allied 
army under General Allenby en- 
tered Jerusalem on December 7, 
1917 aid in September of the fol- 
lowing year Palestine was com- 
pletely occupied. At this time all 
Turkish post offices in Palestine 


The British put the country under 
a military administration which re- 
organized the postal service and 
during. this period issued a one 
piastre stamp which was ordered 
in Egypt. On the stamps the words

British Mandate of Palestine. 

The stamps received a trilingual 
overprint, since English, Hebrew 
and Arabic had been recognized as 
the three official languages of the 
country. The Hebrew part of the 
overprint created much animosity 
among the Arabs who resented the 
Hebrew abbreviation for “LAND 
OF ISRAEL’’. besi the word 
“PALESTINE”. 

The Arabs also found the Arabic 
lettering on the overprint too small, 
and the British administration soon 
enlarged the Arabic overprint from 
8mm to 10mm. These issues re- 
mained in use up to 1927 when, on 
the occasion of the change of cur- 
rency, the Palestine administration 
released a new series depicting 
some of the country’s famous 
monuments and landscapes. This 
set with some additional denomina- 
tions is generally known as the pic- 
torial set of Palestine and remained 
in use until the termination of the 
British Mandate. 

The United Nations General As- 
sembly on November 29, 1947 voted 
the Partition of Palestine into Jew- 
ish and Arab sections. In the early 
part of 1948, Great Britain decided 
to liquidate her Mandate of Pales- 
tine. The British authorities. dis- 
tributed a post office circular with

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Stamp Printing 
At A.S.D.A. Show 


One of the “live” features 
which the public always finds 
both attractive and. informative 
at the annual National Postage 
Stamp Show is the government’s 
educational demonstration of 
how postal paper is produced. 
At 1955’s coming seventh edition 
of this world-renowned exhibi- 
tion the visitors will have an op- 
portunity to watch experienced 
employees of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing show how 
stamps are printed on a flatbed 
press at Washington. 

Postmaster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield has promised that 
such a press will be in operation 
during the show on November 
18, 19, and 20 in New York City’s 
7ist Infantry Regiment Armory 
at Park Ave. and 34th St. 

A “Special demonstration 
plate” is being made at Washing- 
ton and will be transported to 
New York, according to Robert 
E. Fellers, Director of the Post 
Office Department’s Division of 
Philately. The plate is for the 
new 6c red in Uncle. Sam’s Lib- 
egty series, inaugurated last 
year, 


This stamp, with portrait of 
Theodore Roosevelt, is the one 
which will be given first-day 
sale in New York on the 18th, 
opening date of the show. The 
plate will be installed within 
railed-off space near the center 
of the armory floor, and the 
printing job will Le visible 
around all four sides. The gov- 
ernment operatives will be pre- 
pared to answer all the questions 
asked of them.

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busy performing “through” dis- 
tribution for states which are 
dispatched at junction points on 
the run, or at the terminus of the 
run. In order to peiform this 
intricate distribution of mail, the 
railway postal clerk must spend 
countless hours in study of. the 
geographical location of each 
post office in his distribution and 
a further study of the train and 
airmail sehedules, in order that 
the mail comprising his distribu- 
tion will be forwarded to destina- 
tion by the quickest route — not 
always the shortest route. 

The rhythmic whisper of thou- 
sands of letters speedily flipping 
into pigeonholes, sometimes for 
a state distribution and other 
times for city distribution, the 
crack-whip click of a local pouch 
as it is snatched from the mail 
erane by the clerk performing 
catcher service on a speeding 
night express, the staccato gib- 
berish of pouches being called 
out to dhe clerk in charge, the 
frequent thumping of letter pack- 
ages into pouches in a race 
against time to make the next 
dispatch, all of these echo 
throughout the night as a Rail- 
way Post Office wends its way 
over its alloted run. 

Twenty-five thousand highly 
trained mail clerks perform ser- 
vice inside of the 3000 postal cars, 
terminals and airmail fields now 
operated by the Railway Mail 
Service. They are selected by the 
Civil Service Commission in a 
difficult competitive examina- 
tion, and are employed by the 
Post Office Department — not 
by the railroads or the express 
company as many think. 

Once appointed, examinations 
still continue — they must take 
still tougher ones, three or four 
each year, in order to hold their 
jobs. “Passing” in these tests is 
not a mere 75 per cent or so, 
such as schools and eolleges de- 
mand; it~is 85 per cent if the 
subject is postal laws, space regu- 
lations or junction connections— 
and 97 per cént for all examina- 
tions on mail routes! Each clerk 
must learn the names and routes 
of from 4000 to 8000 different 
post. offices, from the proper 
standpoint, and he does it through 
hours of practice in a small prac- 
tice-case at home, using the same 
type of small addressed ecards 
me his examiner uses at the 

st. 

Because of the arduous nature 
of their duties, and their long 
and irregular hours on swaying 
trains (usually at night), clerks 
work for one or two weeks and 
are then relieved for six or eight 
days or more. This is not free 
vacation-time, however, for a 
great deal of it must be used for 
examination-study, ‘correcting of 
sehemes of distribution and 


schedules, preparing slips and 
labels far the run, and handling 
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records. 
this purpose he is furnish- 
ed -with schemes of distribution 
for the states he is assigned to 
distribute. Examinations are held 
regularly, and the minimum re- 
quirement as stated above is a 
grade of 97 per cent. The record 
shows that nearly all railway 
clerks make a grade of better 
than 99. Many clerks achieve 100 
on their entire distribution. 

Because of these rigid require- 
ments and the high efficiency of 
railway postal clerks generally, 
the Railway Mail ‘ice has 
often been referred to as the 
backbone of the postal service. 
While normally “a railway postal 
clerk distributes mail to his “con- 
nections,” he frequently must 
change his dispatch when the 
train is delayed. Where connec- 
tions en route are missed be- 
cause of train delays, mail is re- 
worked and post offices not lo- 
eal to the line are given the 
next best dispatch. 

City distribution is performed 
by railway postal elerks when 
trains arrive in a large city dur- 
ing the morning hours. Such city 
mail is separated into zones, sta- 
tions, banks, firms, ete., and thus 
an earlier delivery is possible 
upon arrival at a given city. 

On May 3, 1941, the Highway 
Post Office was placed in opera- 
tion. Service performed on these 
routes is identical to that in Rail- 
way Post Office cars, except that 
the service is from post office 
to post office, instead of from 
railroad station to railroad sta- 
tion, thus permitting a hand-to- 
hand method of doing business. 

It is evident that Highway Post 
Office Service will be greatly 
expanded in localities lacking 
suitable train service. With this 
kind of government-owned and 
operated service the Post Office 
Department has the privilege of 
selecting the route, making the 
schedulg and not having to wait 
on other kinds of traffie or de- 
layed trains, thus affording the 
opportunity to maintain a regu- 
lar schedule. 

In 1911 Congress authorized 
the carrying of mail by plane. A 
test flight was made from a tem- 
porary post office at Long Island 
Field to Mineola, Long Island. 
From this humble beginning has 
grown the airmail section of the 
great American postal service. 

On May 15, 1918, the first regu- 
larly scheduled flight was made 
on a route from Washington to 
New York. The rate at that time 
was 24 cents per ounce. The new 
service expanded, and soon it 
took in most of the principal 
cities of the country. 

With such an enormous in- 
crease in volume of airmail be- 
ing carried, some arrangement 
had to be made for handling this 
mail quickly from points where 
stops were made to local destina- 
tion points. Air Mail Fields were 
established. These have been set 
up at all principal airports and 

ed by railway postal 
clerks. 


Mail bearing airmail postage is 
kept separate from other classes 
of mail and dispatched to appro- 
priate airmail fields, where these 
trained railway postal clerks are 
on hand to distribute and dis- 
patch each letter and pouch to 
the air route affording the earli- 
est delivery. a 

Terminal Railway Post Offices 
are located in all large cities, 
and here another corps of trained 
railway postal clerks perform 
distribution of transient mail 
originating in the city where the 
terminal is located, as well as 
distribution of other transient 
mail passing through the term- 
inal, when time of arrival and 
departure of connecting train will 
permit of such distribution. 

To sum up, the exceptional 
memory that is required of all 
postal employes has to work 
double for railway postal clerks. 
Every railway postal clerk has 
in his head a detailed map of 
his assigned distribution and 
other information on mail sehed- 
ules and time tables of railroads. 
Today American railroads are 
the backbone of the greatest 
transportation system in the 
world, a giant web of 227,000 
miles of track. Employees of the 
Railway Mail Service take pride 
in their work and their devotion 
to duty under difficult circum- 
stances is a thrilling page in the 
annals of the Post Office Depart- 
ment. Washouts and train wrecks 
occur frequently and even hold- 
ups plague the Railway Mail 
Service from time to time. 

To enable them to resist hold- 
ups each railway postal clerk 
carries a loaded revolver. An 
outstanding example of devo- 
tion to duty was demonstrated 
during a holdup by men like 
Boothman and O’Hern, of the 
Chicago & Carbondale R. P. O. 
These clerks were performing the 
routine duties of their assign- 
ment when two men swung into 
their mail car and with pointed 
guns demanded an pay 


roll pouch. 
These valiant railway postal 


elerks stood their ground; and 
when one of the gunmen struck 
O’Hern with a pistol butt, Booth- 
man opened fire. Dodging shots 
and bleeding from wounds, 
O’Hern slipped out ot the mail 
car and attempted to reaeh the 
engineer by climbing over the 
top of a moving train. However, 
the bandits became desperate 
and pulled the emergency air 
brake, thus bringing the train to 
a stop. One of the bandits got 
away, but the other was so seri- 
ously wounded that he was un- 
able to move. The mail had been 
protected; Boothman and O’Hern, 


railway postal cierks, had meas- 
ured up to their responsibility. 
The record further shows that 
in every instance involving wash- 
outs, train wrecks, or holdu 
devotion to duty on the part o 
railway postal clerks is a com- 
mon virtue; and actual bravery 
and heroism in the face of dan- 
ger is by no meanm an uncom- 
mon attribute among employees 
of the Railway Mail Service. 
Truly it may be said _ that, 
“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, 
nor gloom of night stays these 
eouriers from the swift comple- 
tion of their appointed rounds,”

The twelfth of the new 
regular series to be released, it 
will be first placed on sale at New 
York, N. Y. on November 18, the 
opening day of the American 
Stamp*Dealers’ Association show. 

This size will be 0.75 by 0.87 of 
an inch, arranged vertically and 
enclosed in a simple picture frame 
effect, printed by the rotary pro- 
cess, electric-eye perforated and 
issued in sheets of 100. The color 
will be red

The central subject, a likeness 
of Theodore Roosevelt, was repro- 
duced from a photograph of the 
Philip A. DeLaszlo painting. The 
name “Theodore Roosevelt” in 
white face Gothic is placed on the 
right and below the center, and 
“6c U. S. Postage” in white face 
Gothic, arranged in two lines, is 
located in the lower left corner 
of the stamp. 

Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancellations of the Roosevelt 
may send a reasonable number of 
addressed envelopes to the Post- 
master, New York, N. Y. with 
money order remittance to cover 
the cost of stamps to be affixed 
An enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
and the flap either sealed or 
turned in. The outside envelope 
to the Postmaster should be en- 
dorsed “First Day Covers.” 

Theodore Roosevelt, 26th presi- 
dent of the United States, was 
born in New York October 27, 
1858 of distinguished parents of 
Dutch origin. He graduated from 
Harvard in 1880 and afterward 
attended Columbia Law School. 

Of independent means he joined 
the Republican Party in 1880 for 
the sake of a career, and as a 
regular was elected to the New 
York State Assembly in 1881, the 
youngest member. He was 
elected in 1882 and 1883 and 
firmly identified himself with the 
anti-machine reform element, and 
established himself as a fighter 
against crookedness. 

As a member of the U. S. Civil 
Service Commission (1889-95) ap- 
pointed by President Harrison and 
retained by Cleveland, he did 
much to extend the merit system 
on a basis of applied idealism. 
During the next two years while 
president of the Police Board of

energetic measures to eradicate 


s0|corruption and enforce Sunday 


liquor laws. 

President McKinley recalled 
Roosevelt to national service in 
1897 as Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. In this.office his work was

‘He resigned the office in 1898 
and became active in organizing 
the First U. S. Volunteer Cavalry. 
This regiment, popularly known

Nos. 475, 476, 477, 478, 479, 480, 
481, 504, 506 and 507. They were 
issued in 1941 and 1942, 

When I received this ~ cover 
from a correspondent in Buenos 
Aires, I did not think to ask him 
how many post offices in Argen- 
tina had a last day sale on these 
stamps, and if all of them had a 
similar handstamp to apply _to 
covers with them on the last day 
they were valid for postage. And 
I should have inquired if the 
smaller regular size covers were 
available with printed cachets. 

I do not know of any govern- 
ment that has had a last day sale 
of stamps that were to be de- 
monetized. The U. S. Philatelic 
Agency should have arranged 
for a last day sale of the 50c 
Graf Zeppelin stamp of 1933, to- 
gether with a last day slogan 
cancellation to apply to covers 
with the stamp. had a half 
sheet of these and I let local col- 
lectors have copies at 60c each. 
Before I got around to reorder, 
I learned from the_philatelic 
press that there had been such 
a limited demand for the stamps, 
that the Agency had sold the 
plate number blocks from the

A First Day 


Argentina on July 31, 1945 is- 
sued a stamp to commemorate 
the 2nd centenary of the estab- 
lishment of a regular overland 
postal service between_ Buenos 
Aires and Lima, Peru. The sub- 
ject of the stamp is a post horn, 
decorated with oak leaves. It is 
in a lilac rose and an attractive 
stamp. 

The principal subject of the 
cachet is an Argentine counter- 
part of our own pony express 
rider. This man, with the end of 
his neck scarf streaming in the 
wind, is mounted on a galloping 
horse. In ‘addition, and on a 
smaller scale, a stage coach, a 
railway train and a plane in 
flight are shown. 

At the bottom of the cachet, 
and to the right, is a portrait of 
Domingo de Basavilbaso, a Span- 
ish official, who organized the 
first regular postal service in the 
region of the Rio de Plata, 
now part of Argentina, 


Tierra Del Fuego Stamp 


During the month of Decem- 
ber 1944, the First Argentine 
Mineral Exposition was held in 
Buenos Aires. The cover that 
commemorates and publicizes it 
has an unusual cachet and also 
a special postmark. 

The cachet is in red ink. In its 
center is a reproduction of the 
Tierra Del Fuego 10 centavos 
postage stamp. Tierra Del Fuego 
is the name of a large group of 
islands off the southern tip of 
South America. They belong in 
part to Argentina and in part to 
Chile. 

A gold strike was made on one 
of the islands in 1890, which led 
to a rush of prospectors to the 
diggings. There was no govern- 
ment postal service on the is- 
lands, and a private one went in- 
to operation, which had a postage 
stamp valued in gold—gold dust, 
I presume.

Perhaps one of the most controversial sets of blind seals among 
collectors seeking accurate dates is that series issued by ‘‘Be Thankful 
You Can See, Inc.”” This organization acts as a central clearing house 
for information; and supplies the seals used by various Lions Clubs 
throughout the country in their local fund-raising campaigns.

Many years ago, 1926 to be exact, E. Victor Meade, the present 
sales manager for ‘‘Be Thankful You Can See, Inc.’’, established and 
managed a business in Michigan known as Wolverine Art Shops. Pro- 
fits from that business were used to finance the first Blind Seal pro- 
gram among Lions Clubs, which campaigns were carried at a voy for 
many years. 

Beginning in 1950 the above corporation was formed and today 
many hundreds of Lions Clubs throughout the nation participate in this 
plan of fund-raising. Only a very small profit is made on the supplying 
of the seals and other assistance to the local clubs and as more clubs 
are added to the plan these profits are further decreased, the general 
idea being that as much as possible of the funds raised should be re- 
tained in the locality in which they are solicited. 

It has been conservatively estimated that approximately three mil- 
lions of dollars net have been raised since this plan was put into effect. 
One of the confusing aspects of these various seals was that perhaps 
one collector would secure copies from his local Lions Club, assuming 
that the local club printed them and also that the date of issuance was 
the year in which they received them. After extensive research and 
correspondence it is now possible to date these various issues exactly, 
which dates are given herewith. 

It is possible that shade and perforation varieties may exist on 
certain designs and it is understood that these varieties were caused 
by. the issuance of special printings for certain clubs. 

The first seal design which is dated 1941 may have been used prior 
to that date but at the moment this fact has not been established. The 
1942, 1943, 1944 and 1945 issues were dated but seals issued afterwards 
have appeared without year date. In 1949 and in 1950 there were two 
designs issued’ each year. 1949 showed one design picturing an or- 
chid and another design portraying a rose. 1950 had one design showing 
a zinnia and another design a man and girl looking at a rainbow. 1951 to 
date had only one design. 

Starting in 1949 each series was numbered at the bottom of the 
sheet starting with No. 1 and finishing with No. 6 in 1954.

WHY NO GENERAL SWISS 
U. N. 0. COMMEMORATIVE? 


I trust that our Swiss friends 
will forgive me if I explain what 
may appear to be an elementary 
point. Recently the United Na- 
tions European Office in Geneva 
had produced for it by the Swiss 
Postal Administration six new 


memorative. The latter marks the 
10th anniversary of the United 
Nations, the other stamps are for 
general use to replace the current 
overprints, 

If you ask why the Swiss post 
office did not release a stamp 
for general use in Switzerland, 
the answer is simple. As a non- 
member of the United Nations 
(and bound to be such by her de- 
elared and long established policy 
of political neutrality) she can- 
not honor an organization in 
which she does not participate. 

Switzerland supports the Uni- 
ted Nations perhaps as actively 
as any member, and possibly more 
so. She houses in Geneva, apart 
from the European Office (the 
former Palace of Nations, first 
-built for the Societe des Nations 
in the late twenties), the central 
administrative headquarters of 
the International Labor Office, 
the International Bureau. of Edu- 
eation, and the Universal Postal 
Union. 

The first three organizations 
are users of overprinted Swiss 
definitive stamps. But an official 
letter from the Berne postal au- 
thorities tells me that the new 
definitive UN European Office 
series is only the first of three, 
with other parallel stamps in 
preparation for the ILO and the 


a user of the mails as any) should 
continue to be satisfied with 
Swiss postage stamps overprinted 
“Official”, eludes me. 

If there are to be stamps over- 
printed for member agencies of 
the United Nations, then I suggest 
that one of the first such agencies 
should be one one which, ulti- 
mately, regulates postage stamps 
and the services they are de- 
signed to perform. y 

But then the UPU Secretariat is 
a modest body, housed in a mod- 
est (but excellently designed and 
very modern building. For the 
literally invaluable work it does, 
it gets the guaranteed minimum 
of public attention. 

That the UN European Office 
stamps should be available via 
the Swiss Philatelic Agency goes 
without saying; that they are ex- 
cellently designed (b Hans 
Thoni) and superbly printed (by 
Courvoisier for the commemora- 
tives, and by the Swiss Post Of- 
fice printing plant for the defini- 
tives) can al be taken for 
granted. 

But keen UNO collectors should 
make sure that they get these 
items, not on the beautifully 
“manufactured” covers released 
by the PTT “Wertzeichenver- 
kaufssteHe” in Berne, but on gen- 
uine letters from the European 
Office in Geneva. 

One bright point: The European 
Office does not possess a franking 
machine. This leads me to assume 
that all their mail will be franked 
using the stamps now released— 
and that’s more than can be said 
ad the United Nations in New 
ork.

In a non-competitive capacity, 

Erich Meerwald showed a num- 
ber of stamp designs—submissions 
toe the Federal Ministry of Posts, 
whieh were however unaccepted. 
They are interesting examples of 
his style (which is wel] displayed 
in his issued stamps), but with the 
best will in the world, they can- 
not be called inspired. Straight- 
forward pictorial compositions, 
good character studies (including 
two fine designs for an unissued 
Richard Wagner commemorative, 
a project which failed to material- 
ize in any form) and examples of 
the kind of realistic stamp design 
which hundreds of other artists 
produce in the same field. 
- The arrangement is good, the 
lettering is blameless, and many 
of the projects are perhaps su- 
perior to issued versions. Yet they 
lack, in my opinion, that essential 
spark of inspiration whieh lifts a 
stamp design out of the ordinary 
rut of the commonplace pictorial, 
and puts it into the sphere where 
one can constantly say “Well, 
that’s something really unusual, 
and pleasing, at that!” 

For those collectors who could 
not visit Dusseldorf, Mr. Meer- 
wald has contributed a short il- 
lustrated article to the “Deutsche

New Miche] Better Than Ever 


Adequate supplies of the 1956 
edition of the “Michel Briefmar- 
ken Katalog” should have reached 
the United States by the time this 
appears in print, so if you want a 
eopy, your dealer will supply it. 
It is its usual handsome self, this 
year in light grey with gold block- 
ing (a godsend to dealers in Ger- 
many selling a transparent plastic 
wrapper to keep the catalogues 
clean) and contains 1536 pages, 
of which the Germany and Terri- 
tories part alone occupies 333. 

Need I say anything about the 
thoroughness of the editorial con- 
tents, the expert revision it un- 
derwent at the hands of its late 
editor-in-chief, Martin Reith, or 
about the high quality of setting, 
printing and production? Only a 
lavishly equipped factory (the 
printers also produce the time- 
tables for the German State Rail- 
road) could each year turn out so 
massive a volume with such 
smoothness and regularity. 

The Michel catalogue—ever 
since its first edition, which was 
produced by an apothecary turned 
stamp dealer in Apolda, a town in 
the German Democratic Republic 
—has always been proud of its 
price neutrality. It started as the 
price list of Hugo Michel, but took 
advantage of the post-1918 period 
when the then universal German 
“Senf” Catalogue could not ap- 
pear. 

Very soon it outstripped its com- 
petitor, though the Senf Cata- 
logue appeared regularly until 
1943. Owing to wartime condi- 
tions in Germany, which forced 
the suspension of all non-essential 
publications, there were no more 
stamp catalogues until 1949, when 
the first post-war Michel was pro- 
duced in Munich. Preparatory

Seven annual A.S.D.A. Show: 
and A.S.D.A. Chapter. shows in 
Boston, Los Angeles, and Chica- 
go have brought stamp collecting 
to the attention of millions. Their 
impact has added active collec- 
tors in the hundreds of thousands 
to the ranks of philately. 

The inception of this planned 
campaign was decided upon years 
ago as the most effective man- 
ner of creating a stamp collecting 
consciousness in the minds of the 
general public. Its conduct has 
during this time been in the hands 
of executive officer, Peter G. Kel- 
ler, with the warm support of the 
incumbent presidents and other 
officers of the organization. 

_ The general public came to the 
first show in large numbers and 
has continued to come in increas- 
ing numbers to each succeeding 
one. Of course the resources on 
which to base them has depended 
on the phenomenal growth of the 
A.S.D.A, in recent years. 

Founded in 1914, 41 years ago, 
the A.S.D.A. had as few as 200 
members in 1946. The most recent 
announced total membership is in 
excess of 800 and the slogan now 
is 1000 A.S.D.A. members by 1956. 
_Although the support and as- 
sistance of the national officers of 
the A.S.D.A. has made the organi- 
zation of these chapters possible, 
their popularity, progress and 
growth have on their part contri- 
buted to the success of the A.S. 
D.A. as a whole. The holding of 
shows in Boston, Chicago and 
Los Angeles and possibly in other 
parts of the country, indicates 
that these Chapters are not mere 
geographic divisions of the organ- 
ization, but individually inspired 
groups of professional philatelists 
bent on serving their profession 
to the best Po their ability. That 
they have done so, and that they 
will continue to do so, there is 
no doubt and it is a striking com- 
mentary on the life and virility of 
the organization that it is now a 
truly national one with members 
every where. 

Peter G. Keller, the executive 
officer, has been the leading fig- 
ure in the recent history of the 
A.S.D.A. The growth of the organ- 
ization, the formation of Chap- 
ters, the general prosperity is 
contributed to his untiring efforts 
and unflagging zeal in a very 
large measure. 

Historically the A.S.D.A. was 
founded in 1914 with Max Ohl- 
man, presently a patriarch of the 
A.S.D.A. and still an active deal- 
er, as president.

It is interesting also to note that 
the A. S. A. since its incep- 
tion has regularly published a 
bulletin. For many years this was 
edited by Walter F. Slusser, who 
a great part of the time was in 
the U. S. Army and the Bulletin 
was edited and published from 
whatever place his activities 
placed him at the time. 

Though modest in size this 
bulletin is of vast interest and 
considerable authority publishing 
as it does information regarding 
members and much official news 
of the organization itself. 

In addition to the conduct of 
its own affairs the A.S.D.A. has 
always been foremost in promot- 
ing worthwhile movements in the 
philatelic field. It is the backbone 
of dealer participation and finan- 
cial support when the great inter- 
national exhibitions themselves 
are organized. 

It is a member of the Phila- 
telic Foundation and in general 
has so conducted itself as to be 
always on the side of the public 
spirited element in philately.

at Hong Kong April 28, and left 
early next morning for Manila 
without stopping at Macao. All 
first flight covers from Macao, on 
the return flight are via Hong 
Kong. 

The postal administrations of 
the U.S.A., Philippines, and Ma- 
cao commemorated this impor- 
tant aerial eonquest with appro- 
priate cachets, applied to all first 
flight covers. The conservative 
British colony of Hong Kong did 
not provide a first flight cachet— 
they just ignored the importance 
of this historical aerial conquest. 

By closing the gap, between 
Manila and Hong Kong, around 
the world air service was estab- 
lished, and to prove it I possess 
a cover, which I mailed around 
the world all by regular sched- 
uled airlines,

covers over the _ trans-Pacific 
route are the Experimental 
Flights of 1935, covers from Mid-

Guam with ‘the  semi-official 
Palm Tree cachet, representing 
the official sedl of the Navy De- 
partment of Guam. 

To describe in detail the ex- 
tensive and successive inaugura- 
tions, of trans-ocean air lanes, by 
the flying clipper ships of Pan 
American in the short span of 
twenty years would require a 
book. The part they played in 
peace and in war is well known. 
Today the flying “Clipper Ships” 
carrry your mail around the 
world and the sun never sets up- 
on the wings of a clipper. 

The flown souvenir mail, and 
first flight covers we possess to- 
day form a memorial to the 
world’s great aviators and to the 
men of vision and courage, who 
laid the foundation for the vast 
= wide airmail system of to- 

ay. 

Had it not been for the kind 
cooperation of the VU. S, Post 
Office Department, the philatelic 
press and PAA the pioneers of 
first regular trans-ocean airmail, 
we could never possess the first 
flight covers of twenty years ago. 

In closing I would like to pay 
tribute to the airpost collectors, 
who had the foresight, to collect 
and preserve for posterity the au- 
thentic records of the develop- 
ment of the airmail service of 
our country. Also to the Ameri- 
can Airmail Society for publish- 
ing the American Air Mail Cata- 
logue, the Encyclopedia of Aero- 
Philately. Airpost collecting is 
ever popular, fascinating and 
educational — inany enjoyable 
hours await those who study the 
conquest of the air as told by 
aero-philately.

Finally, it should bemoted that 
British postage stamps can be 
overprinted and used for fiscal 
purposes, the ‘most common 
stamp thus found being the 2d 
stamp used on all receipts for 
sums of £2 and over. 

High value stamps can be used 
for payment of Estate Duty fees 
(30 or 50 shillings), Registration 
of Business Names (5 shillings) 
and in denominations of 
2/6d, 5/-, 10/- and “1 for stick 
ing on cards and payment of 
income tax. 

The 6d stamp is also used on 
large numbers of agreements, 
and as such is printed in doubie- 
fugitive light mauve ink — the 
only color chosen for fiscal re- 
quirements in the whole post- 
age set.

1955 was an outstanding ar 
with regard to stamp exhibidigns 
and there were more of them all 
over the world than in any pre- 
vious year. There was an obvious 
reason ‘for this fact — the current 
year coincided with the 100th an- 
niversary of the appearance of 
postage stamps in several coun- 
tries. The respective postal au- 
thorities decided to celebrate this 
historical event by issuing colorful 
“Centenary Stamps” and local 
philatelic organizations, rthostly 
supported by the governments, 
took full advantage of such an 
excellent opportunity to promote 
our hobby and staged the various 
stamp shows and exhibitions. 

When relating about this year’s 
numerous shows cannot 
help remembering previous 
shows and how scarce they 
were indeed. There was, just 
to name a few, the Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition at Le 


| Havre, France, in 1929, there was 


the Austrian “Wipa”, the Vienna 
Philatelic Exhibition in 1933, 
honored by one of the loveliest 
stamps ever issued. By the way 
“Wipa” set a record, because it 
was visited by 100,000 people be- 
fore it closed its doors after four 
weeks. 
There was further the “Ostro- 
pa” sheet in 1935 to mark. the In- 
ternational Exhibition at Konigs- 
berg; then East Prussia, Ger- 
many, which is now “Kalinin- 
grad” and within the borders of 
Russia. Then we had our own 
“Cipex”, the Centenary Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibition in 
1947 and there were years on end 
when there were hardly any 
philatelic exhibitions at aH. Stamp 
Shows were indeed few and far 
between in what we now-a-days 
call the “good old days.” 

‘ However, philately made tre- 
mendous__ strides in recent 
decades, international relations 
developed rapidly and today it 
is really a world-wide fraternity 
to which all of us belong. Collec- 
tors and dealers are cooperating 
closely all over the globe and 
dealers have the F. I. P., the In- 
ternational Federation of Stamp 
Dealers’ organizations with the 
seat in Paris, France. 

Stamps are international 
commodity today and just’ as 
other commodities, may this be 
wheat, rubber or: copper, they. 
readily find a world-wide market 
and can be traded anywhere in 
a profitable way. Just to illustrate 
this point I mention Old Ger- 
man or Italian States stamps 
which can be bought relatively 
cheap these days in Latin Ameri-:

I thought it might be a good idea to write about 
this year’s exhibitions all over the globe and to compile all avail- 


point about the international 
scope of philately and its correla- 
tion with the various stam 
shows. 
I shall report this year’s shows 
in rotation and start .out with the 
NATIONAL STAMP EXHIBI- 
TION in ‘London which took 
place from January 8 to 15 in 
Central Hall, Westminster, and 
was more or less a rather limited 


Show came the INTERNATION- 
AL STAMP DEALERS’ BOUR- 
SE in Brussels, Belgium organi- 
zed by C.1.N.T.P: (Chambre 
Syndicale des Negociants en 
Timbre-Poste) and held on just 
two days, namely March 14 and 
15. It was attended by scores of 
British, French, German and 
Dutch dealers. ‘ 
This year’s first exhibition in 
the Western Hemisphere took 
place in March and was held in 
Valparaiso, Chile. For this occa- 
sion Chile issued two stamps, a 
1 Peso violet blue showing the 
Coat-of-Arms of Vino del Mar 
(now a famous seaside resort) and 
a 2P in carmine depicting the 
Coat-of-Arms of Valparaiso. 
Since Sweden and Norway 
celebrated, this year, their cen- 
tenaries of postage stamps by 
holding exhibitions and issuing 
special commemorative stamps 
and were expecting a lot of for- 
eign visitors, rearby Finland 
thought it a good idea to have a 
show of its own. Thus the NA- 
TIONAL POSTAGE STAMP EX- 
HIBITION was held in Helsinki 
from March 30 to April 3. A 25 
markkas stamp was issued for 
this occasion showing a_ pano- 
rama of the most famous Finnish 
buildings. The designer tried to 
put too many of them on the 


result that the stamp looks much 
too crowded for my taste. Ad- 
mission was 100 markkas and 
you had to produce a ticket to 
secure a copy of this stamp. 
By this manipulation the orig- 
inal price was already 125 and 
not 25 mk.; speculatjon set in 
and today this stamp sells for 
around $2.50 retail, The very 
same practice was in evidence 
with regard to the Swedish and 


Norwegian. Centenary stamps 
and sheets. and I shall report 
about these 
when I come to said countries. 
Next in line was “NORWEX 
1955”, the Norwegian stamp 
show which took place at the 
“Kunsternes Hus” (Artists’ 
House) in Oslo from June 4 to 
12. It was under the patronage 
of King Haakon VII and it was 
staged by the Federation of Nor- 
wegian Stamp Clubs. There are 
no. less than 25 clubs in this 
country of 3,343,000, or less pop-

Last year’s centenary stamps, 
Scott Nos. 337-339, were over- 
printed “Norwex 1955”; they 
have a face value of 1.05Kr. and 
to this you had to add 1Kr. for 
an admission ticket, because 
without same you could not ob- 
tain the stamps. Since the exhi- 
bition celebrated the centenary 
of the first Norwegian stamp it 
was fitting to relezse also sort of 
a souvenir sheet depicting a 
block of four of Norway No. 1.

There is only one known cover 
with a block of four and a Sta- 
vanger postmark and you can 
imagine the thrill of the local

blue with a red background. 
Both the stamps as well as the 
sheet commanded a premium 
from the beginning and sell now 
for 60c and 75c respectively. 

Following the “Norwex” there 
was the “STOCKHOLMIA” show 
which - was = in Stockholm 
from July 1 to 10. The official 
title was “International Stamp 
Exhibition in Stockholm 1955— 
Centenary of the Swedish Pos- 
tage Stamp”. It was organized by 
the Swedish post office in close 
cooperation with the Swedish 
Philatelic Society and it was 
under the patronage of King 
Gustaf VI Adolf. The affair took 
place in the Liljevalch™Art Gal- 
lery and it was a great success 
in every respect. 

Last year, when I visited 
Scandinavia, the forthcoming 
Stockholmia was already the 
foremost topic amongst philate- 
lists. The “F.I.P.” held its annual 
congress at the time of the exhi- 
bition and so did the Scandina- 
vian Philatelic Congress. 

Earlier Sweden had _ issued 
three stamps to celebrate the 
centenary of her first postage 
stamps. Now in honor of the 
Stockholmia five stamps in the 
denominations of 3, 4, 6, 8 and 24 
ore were released in the form 
of five miniature sheets of nine. 
The stamps were reprints of 
Sweden’s first ones, a “skilling 
bancos”, issued July 1, 1855. 

They "were, again, only obtain- 
able in connection with an ad- 
mision ticket which cost 2 kron- 
or. Onty 300,000 of the sheets 
were printed and the original 
price was about $4.50 for the set 
of five sheets. These stamps 
especially the sheets proved ex- 
cellent buys from the beginning. 
Our correspondent in Stockholm 
wrote us that no dealer could 
get more than 1000 sets and dur- 
ing the end of the exhibition no 
more sheets were sold to the 
visitors at They 
stricted to three single sets and 
on the last day of the show to 
only one set. ~ 

It seems therefore that no one 
got any big quantities with the 
result that prices sky-rocketed 
and the set retails today at $2.35 
and the sheets cost $19.50. Thus 
the Stockholmia items turned out 
to be the .best of all the exhibi- 
tion stamps of this year and 


predict still further price-in- 
creases. A rather large contin- 
gent of American philatelists vis- 
ited both Norwex and Stockhol- 
mia and quite a few awards were 
bestowed on exhibiting Ameri- 
can colleetors. 

As I reported so far Finland, 
Norway and Sweden all had hid- 
den surtaxes, in as much as ev- 
ery buyer was forced to pay for 
the respective admission tickets,

not listing them. Then there is 
a second possibility to list the 
stamps all right but without 
prices. Then there is a third so- 
lution to list the items taking 
just the face value in account 
and thus pricing, for instance, 
the 25mk of Finland at 20¢, the 
same price as for other like de- 
nominations, for instance Scott 
No. 325, the Nervander, which 
would ‘be quite illogical, of 
course. 

The fourth and last solution 
is to price the items with their 
actual market value and in this 
case Scott has priced No. 326, at 
$3.50 in italics, that means lack 
of definite information. In my 
opinion Scott is this time, at 
least, right. In contrast to Stan- 
ley Gibbons all these centenary 
and exhibition stamps and sheets 
with their hidden  surtaxes 
should be listed and priced with 
their actual market prices and 
an explanatory note should be 
added to each item. 

After all they are legitimate 
items and saw postal duty. That 
their release was manipulated in 
an unorthodox way is another 
story which influenced the pric- 
es. This is past history and you 
can’t do a thing now. If you don’t 
like it and don’t wa..t to pay the 
exorbitant price you have the 
privilege to do without these 
stamps. But a storm of protest 
should be launched in AD- 
VANCE whenever any authority 
(postal or otherwise) plans to 
jack up the prices of future com- 
memoratives. That’s where our 
philatelic organizations of deal- 
ers and collectors alike, nation- 
wide or international, should 
swing into action. Here is a field 
where the afore-mentioned F.LP. 
could’ prove its usefulness. 

The next event on the interna- 
tional scene took place behind 
the Iron Curtain. It was_ the 
“SIXTH POLISH NATIONAL 
PHILATELIC EXHIBITION” in 
Poznan, Poland from July 7 to 
24. It was in celebration of the 
tenth anniversary of the end of 
World War II. From the “sixth” 
you can rightfully deduce that 
there have been five other ex- 
hibitions before. Yes, they are 
quite active with regardc to our 
hobby in Poland and had shows: 1, 
at Warszawa in May 1919; 2—in 
Warszawa again in May. 1928; 
3 — Torun, 1933; 4 — Katowice, 
1934; 5—in ‘Warszawa in 1938. 

This year’s show was held in 


Ij the High School of Economics in 


Poznan which before 1918 was 
the former German town of Po- 
sen. Two colorful souvenir sheets 
were released, 2Z1. plus and 
3Zl. plus 1. 50Z1., the surtax go- 
ing to the Polish Philatelic So- 
ciety. The design shows the Poz- 
nan Town Hall. With every ad- 
mission ticket (price 3 Zlotys) 
one set of souvenir sheets could 
be obtained. It was again a tie- 
in sale, Scandinavian style, and 
you can see that such harmful 
innovations are quickly imitated. 

The next affair was DEALERS 
BOURSE in Vienna Austria, May 
8 under the auspices of the Aus- 
trian Stamp Dealers’ Association. 
On September 18 and 19 an 
event of international scope took 
the INTZXRNATIONAL 
DEALERS’ BOURSE in Vienna. 
This was a prelude to the “Praga 
1955” in neighboring Czechoslo- 
vakia, the second big philatelic 
affair which was staged this year 
behind the Iron Curtain.

United Kingdom 
Comment 
George Saint 


By now readers will no doubt be 
familiar with the designs for the 
British high values which were 
released on September 1 (10/-, £1) 
and September 23 (2/6, 5/-) respec- 
tively, They are—at last—a satis- 
factory quatrain. Previously there 
was too much preoccupation with 
heraldry, but now the authorities 
have given way to an incessant 
demand for pictorial designs, and 
Lynton Lamb has furnished some 
excellent examples, which have 
been. well engraved and printed by 
Messrs. Waterlow & Sons. 

The connection of the castles 
with the Royal Family is fairly 
evident; normally, when not at 
Buckingham Palace in London, the 
Queen is resident in Windsor Castle, 
Edinburgh Castle (though one com- 
mentator complained “about the 
view of the barrack block being 
shown instead of the Royal Chapel, 
which would not have made such 
a picturesque composition) is the 
official residence of royalty when 
in Scotland, although in fact only 
rarely used ‘as such. 

Normally they prefer to spend 
their Scottish holidays in Balmoral 
Castle, a ‘‘Scottish Baronial’ crea- 
tion attributed largely to Prince 
Albert, Queen Victoria’s consort, 
who liked Deeside, and converted 


‘a former hunting lodge into a sump- 
‘tuous mock-medieval erection. 


Carnarvon Castle, where the 
Prince of Wales is proclaimed, is 
as near a royal connection as Wales 
can furnish. The edifice itself was 
constructed in the 13th century as 
part of Edward I plans for a series 
of fortified strongholds to subdue 


castles have long fallen into ‘ruin, 
a number were razed during the 
civil wars of the 17th century, 
when they were royalist strong- 
holds and had to be conquered 
piecemeal by Cromwell’s army. 
Being strongly fortified, they held 
out for long periods, and as a _re- 
sult, their fortifications -were 
levelled and buildings blown up. 
Usually only the curtain walls 
being the most solid part of the 
structure, survive. Fortunately in 
Carnarvon (though here also the 
central residential buildings have 
completely vanished) the structure 
was not actually damaged in fight- 
ing, and was largely repaired as 
an-ancient monument in the 19th 
and early 20th centuries. It was 
here that from a gateway in the 
walls ‘(clearly visible on the 
stamp) facing the main square of 
Carnarvon town, the Prince of 
Wales was proclaimed in 1911. He 
is, of course, the present Duke of 
Windsor. 

Least known amongst the castles 
is Carrickfergus, on the lowest (and 
consequently inferior) value, but 
representing Northern Ireland. In 
the Middle Ages, Carrickfergus was 
an important place and royal resi- 
dence, serving as Ulster’s capital 
before the rise of Belfast. With 
the latter’s importance, however, 
that of Carrickfergus dwindled, its 
harbor silted up, and it is now a

The artist, Lynton Lamb, is a 
new name in stamp design. He 
was born in India in 1907, educated 
in Bath, and at the LCC (London 
County Council) Central School of 
Arts and Crafts. Amongst his 
many qualifications, the outstand- 
ing ones are as President of the 
Society of Industrial Artists, 1951- 
1953, an exhibitor in the Royal 
Academy (of Art), member of the 
Council of Industrial Design, and 
of course a noted and gifted artist 
and book illustrator. 

He has done many books, includ- 
ing one for the New York ‘‘Limited 
Editions Club’, and has worked 
on many commissions, especially 
for the Orient Line of ships. 

His present work for the post of- 
fice includes the design of the 
Coronation’ Greetings Telegram 
Form for 1953; apart from that, he 
has contributed to other royal oc- 
casions, notably by designing the 
bindings of the lectern Bibles used 
for the Coronation in Westminster 
Abbey, 1953, and of the commemo- 
rative Bible in St. Giles Cathedral, 
re for the Royal Wedding 


Lynton Lamb is married with 
two. sons. During the War he 
served as a captain in the Corps of 
Royal Engineers, and was a camou- 
flage staff officer attached to the 
8th Corps, British Liberation Army. 


Model Mail Coach as Trophy 


Beautifully fashioned of sterling 
silver, a model mail coach forms 
the annual award for the best entry 
in the competition organized by 
“Stampex”’, the British National 
Stamp Exhibition which is planned 
for January 7 to 14, 1956. This 
year the competition theme is 
“What makes stamp collectors’’, 
and the model, 34%”’ high and 5’ 
long, will be awarded to the best 
entrant, to keep in his home for a 
year. After that, it has to be re- 
turned for the following exhibition, 
but a replica will be presented as 
a permanent keepsake. 

The model was made by the 
crown jewellers (Garrard & Co.) 
from original drawings used by 
John Vidler,: the contractor who 
built most of the British 19th cen- 
tury mail coaches, and is taken 
from a coach actually used on the 
run from London to Bath. 

“‘Stampex”’—the new name given 
to what used to be called the ‘‘Na- 
tional Stamp Exhibition’”— is held 
annually, and to date the venue 
each time has been London’s West- 
minster Central Hall. Patronized 
by thousands of collectors each 
year, and well supported by all 
stamp dealers of note, its continu- 
ity as an annual affair insure for 
it an excellent future. It serves as 
a focus.for the philatelists of Brit- 
ain, and tends to take the place of 
such events as ‘‘Days of the Post- 
age Stamp” celebrated in other 
European countries.

another setto over it, and at last 
he said the doggone sun glared at 
him over the top of it and later on 
down the frame and he finally 
moved it over to the corner where 
it is now, and then there was peace 
around the house.”

It is always sad to note the death 

of old and prominent philatelists, 
but doubly so when the death could 
have been avoided as it could have 
been in the case of H. C. V. Adams. 
This veteran collector of Great 
Britain was killed in a road acci- 
dent a month or two ago. 
_ His magnificent collection of 
classic Great Britain material, 
which won the Grand Prix at the 
London International Stamp Exhi- 
bition of 1950, and was rivaled only 
by the equally marvelous collection 
owned by the late Mr. Seymour, 
will be dispersed at a series of auc- 
tion sales conducted by Messrs. 
Robson Lowe Ltd., of Pall Mall. 

I clearly remember the Adams 
display at the 1950 exhibition, re- 
plete as it was with rare and valu- 
able proofs, essays, and other show 
pieces. Naturally it included all 
the scarce varieties, and such lots 
as complete mint sheets of the £5 
Queen Victoria stamps on blued 
paper, an exceedingly valuable 
item as a single, and represented 
by a staggering value in purchas- 
ing power at the time it was bought 
and locked away. 

Mr. Adams’ collections (there 
were many of them) will be broken 

up in a series of sales, commencing 
with a sale of the Chile items on 
September 28, and continuing with 
the philatelic library on October 5.

may be smart on the part St the 
Czech government to add the ad- 
mission price to the costs of the 
sheets and to announce a future 
price increase to bolster sales, but 
we of the philatelic fraternity 
take a dim view of all these 
practices and sooner or later we 
all will bow out, if schemes 
do not stop. 

In Central Europe, the Federal 
Republic of Western Germany is 
the most active country when it 
comes to stamp shows, dealers’ 
bourses, ete. and they have so 
many local affairs that it is very 
hard to keep track of them. The 
outstanding German event was 
however the A.P.H.V.-HAND 
LERTAG in Berlin on September 
5 which was staged by the “All- 
gemeiner Postwertzeichen-Hand- 
lerverband”. 

German philatelists have a big 
project in mind, the creation of 
the first “House of Philately”. 

Shortly after the A.P.H.V. 
meeting, the “WESTROPA” 
opened on September 14 in Dus- 
seldorf, to last till September 18. 
“Westropa” stands for “Westeu- 
ropaische Postwertzeichenausstel- 
lung”. Two stamps were released 
in a most modern design, one a 
10pf plus 2pf showing a dove and 
a magnifying glass, and a 20pf 
plus 3pf depicting a posthorn 
and a pair of stamp tongs, the 
surtax going to the Federation 
of German Philatelists. 

Then there was the “SILVER 
JUBILEE INTERNATIONAL 
STAMP DEALERS’ BOURSE” 
on September 21 and 22 at the 
Waldorf Hotel in London, Eng- 
land, staged by the Philatelic 
Traders’ Association. 

Our good friends “down under” 
in Australia and New Zealand 
have made exc.llent philatelic 
progress in the last years and

18 her “NEW ZEALAND STAMP 
EXHIBITION” in Auckland. It 
was in celebration of her first 
centenary of postage stamps and 
three beautiful stamps were re- 
leased.

One 
commemorative was issued for it.

The last philatelic event of this 
year in Europe took place in 
Lausanne, Switzerland from Oc- 
tober 15 to 23.

“EXPOSITION NATIONALE DE 
PHILATELIE” in French. It was 
held in the “Comptoir Suisse” (a 
leading Swiss Bank) building. 
Prior to this event a lovely Sou- 
venir sheet in not less than eight 
different colors was released on 
February 15 of this year. 

It shows the Lausanne Cathe- 
dral on both values, 10c and 20c, 
and was printed by the famous 
Swiss stamp producing firm of 
Courvoisier. e price of the 
sheet is 2fr and the net proceeds 
were used for the purchase of 
exhibition frames. The show was 
staged by the Association of 
Swiss Philatelists and the F.I-P. 
An outstanding attraction of the 
Exhibition was a Historical Show 
of the Swiss Postal Administra- 
tion.

high up in the Alps and close to 
the Austrian border but still in 
Italy _was chosen -as,the site for 
the “VIII International Stamp Ex- 
hibition” which took place from 
September 30 to October 2. Me- 
rano is lovely all right, but it is 
a rather small resort town and I 
wonder why the Italian philatelic 
organizations have picked it. Mi- 
lano, Torino, Rome, Florence and 
a: score of other large Italian 
cities would have been much bet- 
ter suited. 

On account of the VII Confer- 
ence of the Postal Union of the 
Americas and Spain, the Third 
National Philatelic Exhibition 
took place from October 28 to 
November 6 in Bogota, the capi- 
tal of Colombia. It was organized 
by the Philatelic Club of Bogota 
and was under the protectorate 
of the Colombian inistry of 
Communications, Philatelic De- 
partment. 

At the same time a “Philatelic 
Literature. Contest” took place, 
open to books, magazines, papers, 
catalogues which deal exclusive- 
ly with philately and which ap- 
pear in Spanish, French, English 
and Portuguese in any of the 
countries which form the Postal 
Union of the Americas and Spain. 

The last philatelic event in the 
Western emisphere this year 
will be “CUPEX”, Cuba’s Inter- 
national Centenary Philatelic Ex- 
hibition in Havana from Novem- 
ber 12 to 19 in the beautiful and 
most impressive “Palacio de Bel- 
las Artes”. 

This summer while in Havana 
I visited it and took a snapshot. 
It is right in the heart of the 
city and should provide the pro- 
per setting for this important ex- 
hibition. “Cupex’” is in honor of 
three postal events in the history 
of Cuba: 1)—the 100th anniver- 
sary of the first Cuban stamp and 
of Rico which appeared in 
Cuba on April 24, 1855; 2)—the 
centenary of the first stamps ov- 
erprinted in Cuba and the world, 
the “Y%” on November 19, 1866; 
3)—the 50th anniversary of the 
first stamps printed in Cuba as a 
sovereign state. 

[As an added inducement to 
American_philatelists the Ameri- 
can Air Mail Society will hold 
its convention during the period 
of the exhibition.
